Bradbury, wife of tbe 
California millionaire, John Bradbury, 
met his death near bete this morning 
by falling or jumping from the east- 
bound overland limited on tlie North' 
western railway. His body waa picked 
np two hotire after hie death and now 
lies at the city hall awaiting disposition 
by friends. 


At 5 o'clock this morning the crew ol 


a weetbound freight train on the North' 
western road discovered the remains of 
a man attired in a euit of underclothing 
lying by the double tracks about half a 
mile west of thia place. The body was 
S 


icked up and later conveyed to the 
epot. The dead man was apparently 


about thirty-five yearfl old. There was 
nothing about the body to disclose its 
identity, but later it waa learned that 
the doud man waa W. KuBseli Ward, 
and that he had been a passenger on 
the overland limited. 


Ward's ticket from San Francisco to 


New York was found oil the 
clothing. 


There are two theories accounting for 


thecauau of death, 0110 being that lie 
committed euieide by throwing himself 
from tbo car when tho train was running 
ttt u rapid ratw; tlie other that ho arose 
Irom hia burih iu tbo Bleeping car, and 
mistaking tho vestibule door for the 
door of tno toilet roimi, steppeu oil the 
BWiftly moving train to hia tlL-uth.

hip was broken and tlie ineaou o£ till 
instant duatb WUH apparent from an 
ucly wound in tbo forehead.

Ward's Los Angeles Friends Were 


Not Surprised. 


Los AsiiuuBs, September 3.—The new 


of the suicide of W. Hueaell Ward, wh 
gained notoriety by his indiscreet atten 
tiona to and final elopement with tb 
wife ot John Bradbury, tho young mil 
ioiiairo ol Los Angeles, was not alto- 
gethm- a flurprieo to his most intimate 
Jriondeof tbie city. 


From inquiries thin altcrnoon among 


hifl Irionda it appears evident that he 
waa 
mutually unbalanced when he 


jumped hum the train and waa killed, as 
is evidenced by a telegram which he 
sent yesterday to John T. Gaffey, tbe 
husband ol Mro. Ward's Ulster. 


The telegram, which waa eont from 


CoUimbua, Neb., having been dispatched 
when tbe train which wna bo»ring him 
eaat Btopped there, clearly ehowud that 
he waa in a despondent mood and terri- 
ble state ol mind. U remit na follows: 


"Am liable to be rearrcstod ut Chi- 


cago, tteo Mra. llradbtiry. Will return 
-when w«uted. Must eon my wife and 
children liret." 
The receipt of thia incoherent tolo- 


cram caueed Ward's friends much aiix- 


ud while they were not altogether 


came up for hearing on Angust 2(ith, 
Ward'a attorney raised the point that 
the information against him was in- 
sufficient to warrant his being held to 
answer, and on Saturday, Auguat 27th, 
Superior J udge Cook sustained this con- 
tention and ordered that Ward he dia- 
tuisaed. 
, 


As ho wad financially embarrassed, 


and in fact had been dependent upon 
the money raised from auch jowelry afl 
Mrs. Uradbury had taken with her at 
the time of their elopement, ma wile, 
who was visiting his relatives in Eng- 
land, eent him tbe neceeaary funds with 
which to conduct his defense and defray 
hifl expenaea to England in the event of 
hio acquittal. 


After leaving the courtroom a free man 


Ward went to the Grand hotel, where 
he remained in seclusion until Monday. 
He purchased a ticket for liuffalo, N. 
Y., arid left on the evening eaatbound 
train, announcing tbat he waa going to 
England and did not expect to return to 
this country. At that time there waa 
nothing in his actions or demeanor tbat 
would tend to show that he waa men- 
tally unsound. 
Ward, who was a stalwart fcnglisb- 


man, about 40 yeara of age, located m 
Santa Monica about six yeara ago. He- 
ine a crack polo player and possessed of 
florae ineana, he at once became very 
popular among tbe English act at that 
place. He eoon worked into the good 
graces of the leading families resident 
at the seaside resort, and among them 
formed the acquaintance of the Ban- 
dinis, one of tbe oldest Spanish familiea 
in Southern California. He wooed and 
won Mils Bandini, lind their marriage 
was duly celebrated with great eclat.

How Ward first Gained Notoriety 


—The Bradburys in Mexico.

Kusaell Ward, who committed suicide 
by throwing himself from tlio window 
o£ tho car in which ho WRB traveling 
from this city to Chicago today, first 
gained notoriety by hia very marked 
flttentiona to the wife of the youmz Loa 
Angelea millionaire, Colonel John Brad- 
bury, at Santa Monica, a seaside resort 
Borne eighteen miles from Loa Angeles. 
As Ward waa a married man and the 
father of a family, his flirtation with 
Mra. Bradbury caused a rupture be- 
tween himDBlf nnd Colonel Bradbury, 
and it was rumored that the latter had 
even challenged his rival to light a duel. 
At the same time vague stories of a rup- 
ture between Colonel Bradbury and bin 
wife were bruited 
about, but were 


fltronuoualy denied by Bradbury. Mat- 
ters cftino to a climax on June 30th 
last, when Mrs. Bradbury eloped with 
"Ward to this city. Upon their arrival 
they fltartled the community by openly 
admitting their folly and defying public 
opinion by tho most shameless conduct. 
Their career, however, was cut short by 
their arrest upon the charge of adultery 
at the instance of tho Society for Pre- 
vention of Vice. 


Mrs. Bradbury wafl released on her 


own recognizance by Police Juileo Low, 
butin default of bail Ward spent one 
night In jail. When the case came np 
for hearing again Mrs. Hradbury waa 
discharged nnd she left for Chicago 
where she waa met by her husband, who 
was on route to Europe with hia mother.
